1 . AFTER A SUSPENSION OF FIVE MONTHS, THE POPULAR TV INTERVIEW 
PROGRAM CONTACTO DIRECTO REAPPEARED EVENING JUNE 25 (LIMA 0937). 
PROGRAM DIRECTOR ALFREDO BARNECHEA AFTER URING RETURN OF 
EXILED POLITICAL LEADERS, INTERVIEWED SPOKESMEN FOR THE LEADING 
THREE PARTIES APRA, PPC AND FOCEP. ENRIQUE FERNANDEZ OF FOCEP 
SPENT SEVERAL MINUTES DISASSOCIATING HIMSELF FROM FOCEP CANDIDATE 
HUGO BLANCO'S PROPOSALS TO NATIONALIZE MOST BUSINESSES IN THE 
COUNTRY, BUT WENT ON THE REPUDIATE PERUS FOREIGN DEBTS AND SUP- 
PORT EXPROPRIATION WITHOUT COMPENSATION OF ALL FOREIGN OWNED ENTER- 
PRISES IN THE NATION. ALTHOUGH FOCEP'S SPOKESMAN CLAIMED THAT 

HIS FRONT WAS DISPOSED TO COOPERATE WITH ALL THE PARTIES IN 
ACCORD WITH FOCEP'S POSITIONS, THE INTERVIEW DID LITTLE TO DISPEL 
DOUBTS ABOUTS FOCEP'S ABILITY TO REACH A CONSENSUS SOON EVEN 
AMONG ITS OWN LEADERS. 

2. WHEN ASKED IF THE PPC MIGHT "LEGITIMIZE" THE CURRENT DE FACTO 
MILITARY GOVERNMENT, ROBERTO RAMIREZ DEL VILLAR EMPHASIZED THAT 
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UNDER THE PRESENT CONSTITUTION THERE IS NO PROVISION PERMITTING 
THE NAMING OF A PROVISIONAL GOVERNMENT. RAMIREZ, WHO STAYED 
CLOSE TO THE LINE EARLIER PRESENTED TO US BY PPC LEADER LUIS 
BEDOYA REYES, DID INDICATE THAT PPC MIGHT BE WILLING TO SUPPORT 
SOME GENRAL STATEMENTS ENDORSING CERTAIN REFORMS CARRIED OUT BY 
THE MILITARY GOVERNMENT (REF A). 
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3. ANDRES TOWNSEND OF APRA FLATLY REJECTED THE POSSIBILITY THAT 
HIS PARTY WOULD MOVE TO CONSTITUTIONALIZE THE GOVERNMENT OF 
MORALES BERMUDEZ. ASKED WITH WHAT GROUPS APRA MIGHT FORM 
ALLIANCES. TOWNSEND NOTED THAT IT WAS FIRST NECESSARY TO LEARN 
THE OFFICIAL RESULTS OF THE ELECTION (APRA HAS ISSUED A COMMUNIQUE 
TO THIS EFFECT). HE ADDED THAT THE CONSTITUENT ASSEMBLY DIFFERED 
FROM A PARLIAMENT AND THAT ALLIANCES WERE THREFORE LESS ESSENTIAL. 
REITERATING WHAT HE HAD EARLIER TOLD EMBASSY OFFICERS, TOWNSEND 
SUGGESTED THAT APRA MIGHT VOTE ON SOME ISSUES WITH PPC AND ON 
OTHERS WITH FOCEP. (REF B). 

4. COMMENT: PROGRAM CONTAINED LITTLE NEW BUT ITS REAPPEARANCE 
ON TV WAS ANOTHER INDICATION OF GOP'S SUPPORT FOR THE DEOMCRATIC 
PROCESS AND A RESTORATION OF DEMOCRATIC LIBERTIES (REF C).
